From this, the subject-matter of independent claim 1 differs in that: 

Interpreting means and supporting means for supporting an accessory function in 
dependence of the content of a capability array stored in an accessory is not known from 
D1 . Instead, information regarding the accessory is identifier by a version ID stored in 
the accessory.
